marina » They weeded, they 
painted, they scraped, they 
planted. When they were 
done Glorya Jean Tate Park 
looked cleaner and fresher. 

About 30 volunteers 
showed up for three hours 
Saturday to help members 
of Friends of Marina Parks 
spruce up the 4.2-acre city 
facility. Among them were 
Marina’s mayor, its police 
chief, two planning commis¬ 
sioners and the public works 
director. 

The event was one of sev¬ 
eral Friends of Marina Parks 
has sponsored at Marina’s 
parks since the group was 
formed in August. 

Lola Tackett, 8, of Marina 
came up with the idea for 
Friends of Marina Parks, her 
mother Amy Tackett said. 

“We were at Windy Hill 
Park and she (Lola) said, 
‘Our parks need our help.’ 
And I said, ‘Yeah, let’s get 
this going ... ,’ I wanted to 
get involved and I thought 


this is something we can do 
together,” Amy Tackett said. 

Lola took her idea to the 
Marina Recreation and 
Parks Commission, the Plan¬ 
ning Commission and the 
City Council. She explained 
the plan in both English 
and Spanish, her mom said. 
The agencies then solicited 
support to get the project 
started. 

Support came from the 
city, other volunteer groups 
and people who just wanted 
to show up and help. 

The group created a web¬ 
site (friendsofmarinaparks. 
org), a Facebook page and 
an email address (friendsof- 
marinaparks@gmail.com). 
Members began putting out 
the word about cleanup proj¬ 
ects. 

“It just kind of came to¬ 
gether,” Amy Tackett said. 

Saturday, volunteers at 
Glorya Jean Park pulled 
weeds, painted a large cin- 
derblock retaining wall, 
painted a steel bike rack and 
cages surrounding utility 
pipes and stained new rail¬ 


ings installed on the stairs 
to the park’s Scout Build¬ 
ing. Iris plants were planted 
outside the park’s chain link 
fence. 

Drinks, snacks and 
doughnuts were provided 
for the workers. 

Maintaining Marina’s 
parks has been a big issue, 
Amy Tackett said. The city 
lacks funds and person¬ 
nel to keep them in shape. 


So Friends of Marina Parks 
has stepped up to the main¬ 
tenance plate. 

Events are held the third 
Saturday of each month. 
And Friends of Marina 
Parks meets monthly with 
the public works department 
to assess what work needs to 
be done.

Changing graduation requirements 
while retaining original vision

seaside » Sharp divisions and tension are play¬ 
ing out at CSU Monterey Bay as professors con¬ 
sider the implementation of a statewide directive 
aimed at increasing graduation rates and mak¬ 
ing sure students obtain their degrees on time. 

While some faculty members see the process as 
a chance to make a much needed overhaul, others 
fear the changes being considered threaten the 
university’s mission and character, as they would 
dramatically alter — or possibly eliminate — at 
least one of two longstanding requirements: ser¬ 
vice learning and a second language. 

“The vision of the university gets expressed in 
the curriculum, and we are at a very interesting 
crossroads on whether our curriculum is going 
to reflect the founding vision or not,” said Pa¬ 
mela Motoike, professor of the Service Learning 
Institute. “We have growing pains and this cross¬ 
roads is really important. There’s important deci¬ 
sions we have to make about retaining the com¬ 
mitment to the vision and meet the request for 
students who need to graduate in a timely way.” 

Service learning has a huge impact on the com¬ 
munity, as every year thousands of students fan 
across Monterey County to provide tens of thou¬ 
sands of community service hours. The impact of
